•Will remember that the State Department of Education is 
making a strenuous effort to consolidate all the local school 
districts by counties, substituting a single.county board for 
the many district boards of the present system.

The purpose, of course, in this wholesale consolidation;' 


is to conserve what school revenue is now available, obtain- 
ing more efficient results before asking for additional'tax 
money. This is the most laudable purpose ever declared by 
any state bureau. Moreover, it is a welcome sign to the 
voters of Arkansas that there is still some intelligence in 
high officialdom. 


Particularly exasperating has been the record of state 


politics in the last eighteen months, when a state income tax 
was advocated and adopted, with an avalanche of misrepre- 
sentation on both sides. This newspaper, for instance, op- 
posed that tax, and we presume the epithet "tax dodger" was 
meant to apply to ourselves when it was being handed around 
the state so freely. Our opposition was not to the tax, as 
such, but to the character of the politics by which the bill 
was enacted into law. Politically-minded school men and 
other lobbyists conspired to put this revenue bill across— 
which they did, without regard to the actual needs of the 
schools, and certainly without any attempt to first remedy 
the structural defects which disinterested schoolmen freely 
admit are the gravest problem confronting the public school 
system of Arkansas. The State of Arkansas is still angry over 
the proceedings of the last legislature, and the reaction has 
yett to be accounted for in the next' state campaign.

That the income tax will not be an issue in that campaign, 


this newspaper stated many months ago. We opposed the tax 
before its enactment, but when it became a law we were no 
longer interested. If we couldn't be the tax doctor, we at.least 
wouldn't run with the undertaker.

go to college, as nearly a million 
young Americans are doing this 
month, Uncle Sam will tell you 
how. 


It isn't difficult and it isn't 


expensive, according to a 136- 
page booklet, entitled "Self-Help 
for College Students," published 
by the federal bureau of educa- 
tion. 


Last year more than 1000 in- 


stitutions of -higher learning of- 
fered college education to about 
900,000 students. Since 1920 the 
average college student probably 
has spent $700 a year for a col- 
lege education. These and sub- 
snequent figures were 
worked 


out by pr. Walter J. Greenleaf, 
the bureau' specialist in higher 
education, who says that econo- 
omical college men and women 
spend less than $700 a year

How the Expenses Run 


Tuition averages $184 a year in 


men's and women's colleges, but 
only $134 in coeducational col- 
leges. 
Board and room, usually
